day Baptist church was formed in Newport, prob- 
ably the oldest in America, In the year 1700 
the Episcopalians began their services in this col- 
ony, and in the next 38 years they had increased 
to five churches. There were at the same date 
(1738) four or five Congregational or Presbyterian 
churches in R. I., the oldest of which it is believ- 
ed was the one in Newport, gathered in 1720. 

In 1784 the Baptist churches had increased in 
this state to 24, with 26 ministers, and about 2000 
members. In the next 28 years, the spirit of 
Quaker quietism seems to have extensively rest- 
ed on these churches, and they had only in- 
creased to 26 churches, 31 ministers, and 3,030 
members.

result. 
APPLICATIONS FROM CHURCHES. 


The clerk or a select committee should be av- 
thorized to apply and state the name of the church, 
the town, county and Statein which it is situated ; 
the post office address of the correspondent; the 
number of inhabitants in the town, or settlement ; 
the probable number attached to the Baptist de- 
nomination ; (this may not be known with much 
certainty, but a reasonable conjecture can always 
be formed on a little aeflection,) the number of 
communicants in the church ; the average num- 
ber of attendants on public worship ; the name (in 
full) of the minister they have in view ; his post 
office address ; his age ; the number of his family 
(if he have one) dependent on him for support ; 
whether he is regularly ordained, or a licentiate ; 
the date when it is desirable his appointment 
should commence ; the total amount of salary nec- 
essary for his support; the portion of that salary 
which they will engage to pay for the given time ; 
the portion which any auxiliary, or other mission- 
ary body, propose to pay ; the least amount that 
will suffice from the Society for the same period ; 
and any circumstances in their case to illustrate 
the necessity of their application. 

If two or more churches propose to unite in 
employing the same minister and apply for our 
aid, let each church, or a committee in behalf of 
all, forward all the above information, except what 
would, manifestly, be a repetition of each others’ 
statements ; and add, the portion of time the min- 
ister is to labor with each church. 

APPLICATIONS FROM SE1 TLEMENTS OR TOWNS. 


If the application is from a settlement or town 
where there is no organized church, let the above 
information be given, substituting the name of the 
settlement or town for the church, and stating the 
number of Baptist members known to be residing 
in it; or who, residing in other settlements, will 
probably unite in attending public worship with 
them.

REMARKS. 


A little reflection will present 
reasonableness of the above requirements.

If the applicant is a minister, having a partic- 
ular church, or churches in view, he should 
give the information required, and have added 
to his application a short certificate of concur- 
rence in the arrangement from the church or 
churches. 

The same, with the exception of the certificate, 
is expected if he have a destitute settlement or sec- 
tion of country in view.

Great Yietp or Buttrer.—The following statement of 
the product of butter from a single cow, has been furnish- 
ed for publication in the Central, N. Y. Farmer, by Stephen 
Brooks, one of our oldest and most respectable farmers in 
the town of Steuben : 

** I made from one cow, afier supplying my family, con- 
sisting of three persons, with butter and milk, in the year 
1839, three hundred and one half pounds of butter, which 
I sold. 

In 1840, with the same number of persons in my fami- 
ly, [made three hundred and twenty pounds of butter, 
afer using for my family butter and milk as we wanted. 
The cow was fed 1 1-2 pecks of potatoes boiled, with the 
sour milk mixed with it, from 20th September to the 20th 
May.

The Treasury Note Bill, yesterday returned from the Sen- 
ate with amendments, was then taken up on motion of Mr. 
Fillmore, for concurrence in the amendments, and 

Mr. Cooper, of Pa., moved to Jay it on the table, which 
was negatived, yeas 92, nays 107. 

Mr. Sprigg, of Ky., then obtained the floor, and spoke at 
large on general subjects, as usual, when under the influ. 
ence of his potations, to the great merriment of the House, 
until the hour having expired, the bill was laid over. 

The unfinished business was then taken up, being on the 
resolution offered by Mr. Gilmer, to censure Mr. Adams 
for having presented a petition praying for the dissolution 
of the Union. 

The motion of Mr. J.C. Clark, to lay this on the table 
was negatived, yeas 94, nays 102. 

Mr. Marshall offered a substitute for Mr. Gilmer's reso. 
lution, being a long preamble upon the sncredness of the 
constitution, which jorbade the idea of those sworn to sup. 
portit, of proposing a disso:ution of the Union, not only as 
perjury, butas high treason, and pronouneing the severest 
censure on the Hon. John Quincy Adams for having pre- 
sented to the House a petition for this purpose. 

Mr. Adams held the unqualified right of the people to pe- 
tition Congress for the peaceable dissolution of the Union, 
as well as other purposes, in support of which he called for 
the reading by the Clerk of the first paragraph of the Dec. 
laration of Independence. 

Mr. Everett briefly spoke of this resolution as an jnitiato- 
ry step—on which he looked with alarm—to consequences 
which he hardly dare contemplate. For the purpose of 
giving opportunity to deliberate action, by the House, and 
of defending himself to Mr. Adams, he moved the printing 
of the resolution, and its postponement till Friday next. 

Mr. Wise, without allowing this motion to be put, took 
the floor and spoke at great length, advocating the resolu. 
tion and giving vent to his well known feelings of bitterness 
towards Mr. Adams. 

Without final action on the subject, the House adjourned. 

In the Senate, many petitions were presented against the 
repeal of the Bankrup: Law, and a few in its favor, 

Several resolutions, bills, &c., were brought before the 
Senate, but without final action. 

The bill to repeal the Bankrupt Law was then taken up, 
and Mr. Berrien spoke at great length in opposition to the 
bill, contending that the law so beneficial in its design, was 
practicable, and should be permitted to go into operation, 
leaving to experience to find and remedy its defects. 

Mr. Huntington took the floor and the Senate adjourned.
